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The State Department 
said yesterday the Swiss 
ambassador to Cuba is fly- 
ing to Washington to consult 
with American officials to- 
day on the progress so far in 
the negotiations with Cuba 
on an anti-hijacking agree- 
ment. 
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to Washington to discuss his 
impression of the Cuban at- 
titude toward the talks, and 
to receive the American 
views. 

The State Department also 
said that a new airlift of 
Cubans emigrating to the 
U.S. would begin Monday on 
a one-a-day basis and would 
consist of 40 flights. About 
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
